•  In  our  last  nuiiihcr,  wc  cxatninotl  certain  passa¬ 
ges  of  Scripture  with  reference  to  the  question 
whether  or  not  they  teach  as  it  is  coiiiinonly  sup¬ 
posed  they  do,  two  literal  resurrections  of  man- 
liind  into  the  iinnioital  statei  We  concluded 
they  did  not;  and  promised  in  the  present  nnm- 
her  to  give  a  brit  f  exposition  of  their  real  mean-  j 
ing.  For  though  we  did  not  set  abotit  writing  a 
commentary  upon  llit*  Scriptures  in  general,  wc  |' 
think  it  may  not  be  labor  lost  to  oiler  a  fen  re-  jj 
marks  upon  the  said  passages,  in  reference  to  the  i 
time  of  thch  fnlfilmcnt  especially.  ji 

The  passage  fioni  Daniel  xii,  is  introduced  ij 
ibiis,  verse  1  :  “And  at  that  lime  shall  Michael  .j 
stand  up,  the  great  prince  which  stnndetli  for  the  !j 
cbddren  of  thy  people.”  Daniel’s  ])coplc  are  \\ 
obviously  the  Jews — Michael  is  thought  to  bethel. 
Messsiah— the  lime  of  his  standing  up  is  to  be 
gathered  from  winl  follows,  rather  than  from  what  | 
precedes  it.  (It  is  thongiK  by  some  tliat  this  T 
th.npter  has,  by  some  means,  been  separated  from 
its  connection.  I’lit  whether  it  has  or  not,  is  a  | 
matter  of  iDdifTcrencc  ns  respects  tlie  cxpos%ion  ; 
of  this  text.)  The  passage  continues:  “and  j 
(heio  shafi  be  a  time  of  trouble,  such  as  there  ! 
never  was  since  there  was  a  nation,  even  to  that  i 
same  lime.”  It  will  scarcely  be  disputed  that  ' 
this  is  the  same  as  Jesus  foretold  in  Matt.  24th  jj 
chapter,  and  which  he  describes  as  “  great  tribu-  ' 
lation,  such  as  was  not  from  the  beginning  of  the 
world  to  this  time,  no,  nor  ever  shall  be.”  And  | 
that  Daniel  and  our  Lord  do  refer  to  the  sxmc,  : 
will  be  moro  abnndantly  eviilent  if  we  consider  ' 
and  remember  that  the  Saviour,  a  few  verses  be-  i 
furc  he  incntinns  this  tribulation,  mentions  ex-  | 
|iressly  “the  abomination  ol'  desolation  spoken  I 
of  by  Daniol  the  prophet,”  in  this  very  chapter. 
(See  verse  11.)  And  that  this  time  of  trouble  or 
great  tribulation  was  tn  the  siege  and  destruction 
of  Jerusalem  by  the  Romans,  appears  no*,  only 
from  the  whole  tenor  of  our  Lord’s  discourse, 
but  also  from  what  is  said  in  Dan.  xii :  7,  that 
**when  he  shall  have  accomplished  to  scatter  the 
power  ol  the  holy  pco[dc,  [that  is,  Daniel’s  peo¬ 
ple,]  all  these  ihinp  shall  be  finished.”  The 
passage  lurther  continues,  verse.s  1  and  2  :  “and 
at  that  time  shall  ihy  people  be  delivered,  every 
one  that  shall  be  found  written  in  the  hook.  And 
many  of  them  •  that  sleep  in  the  dust  of  the 
earth  shall  awake,  some  to  everlasting  life,  and 
some  to  shame  and  everlasting  contempt.”  Let  it 
he  asked  many  of  whom?  Answer,  many  of 
Damcr*  people;  that  is,  just  so  many  as  should 
be  asleep  m  the  dust  of  the  earth.  When  were 
these  sleepers  to  awake?  Answer,  at,  in,  or  du¬ 
ring  the  time  just  specified.  Whether,  there¬ 
fore,  we  arc  able  to  understand  all  about  the  pas¬ 
sage  or  not,  of  one  thing  we  may  he  confident, 
iliat  thus  far  it  had  its  fulfilment  in  this  world. 
__^t  the  passage  goes  on  thus:  “And  they  that 

mi  ^ft'**'*  were  primed  wlih  a  comma  after  tktm,  and 
after  earth,  the  lenee  would  be  more  apparent.  "  And

be  wise  shall  shine  ns  the  brightness  of  the  fiim- 
nment,  and  they  that  turn  many  to  righteousness, 
as  the  stars  for  ever  and  ever;”  or  as  the  Greek 
version  of  the  Old  Testament  has  it,  “  for  ever 
and  fiitlher,”  or  as  some  render  it  in  English, 

“  for  ever  and  longer.”  This  part  of  the  passage  j 
is  doubtless  not  yet  finished  in  fulfilment,  nor 
indeed  will  it  be  while  Chtistianity  lasts,  to  say  no  | 
more;  but  the  apostles  and  their  fellow-laborers  I 
in  the  Gospel,  have  for  ages  been  shining  in  the 
Christian  Armament  as  stars  of  the  first  inagsi- 
ludc. 

Let  us  now  consider  John  v:  28,  29,  which 
speaks  of  “the  resurrection  of  life,”  and  “the 
resuircclion  of  damnation.”  In  verse  24,  Jesus 
says,  “He  that  hcareth  my  word,  and  believeih 
on  him  that  sent  me,  hath  everlasting  life,  and  | 
shall  nut  come  into  condemnation,  but  is  passed! 
from  death  unto  life.  ’  Now  this  everlasting  life 
which  He  iierc  tells  us  the  believer  was  then  en¬ 
joying,  is  the  same  that  it  is  said  in  Dan.  xii :  2, 

I  ihat  some  shall  awake  to  ;  and  if  awaking  to  ever¬ 
lasting  life,  IS  the  same  as  coming  to  the  resur- 
j  rectiori  of  life,  then  it  would  seem  to  be  jterfectly 
clear  that  it  is  quite  possible  to  come  to  the  res- 
1  iirrection  of  life  iu  this  world. 

!  He  says  again,  vcisc  2.5,  “  The  horr  is  coming, 
■and  now  is, wlicn  the  dead  shall  hc.ar  the  voiccof| 
the  Sou  of  God,  and  they  that  hear  shall  live.”! 
:  The  dead  were  then  hearing,  that  is,  some  of! 
them  ueio,  and  all  that  heard  lived ;  but  there 
I  were  many  of  ihoin  that  heard  not;  or  to  use  the  | 
language  of  Daniel,  theie  were  many  of  his  peo- 
j  pie  that  had  fallen  aslcej)  in  the  dust  of  the  earth, 
and  were  not  yet  awaked.  Sleep  is  often  used  for ' 
death,  either  Incral  or  figurative.  But' says  our  j 
Lord,  **  the  hour  is  coming  in  the  which  all  that 
are  in  the  graves  shall  heat.”  To  be  in  the  grave, 
is  to  be  dead,  of  course.  Some  of  the  dead  of 
that  people,  that  is  some  who  were  in  the  giavos, 
sleeping  in  the  dust  of  the  carili,  were  hearing  in 
Jesus’  day — all  of  them  were  to  hear  before 
many  years.  It  is  said  in  Dan.  xii:  10,  “none 
of  the  wicked  shall  understand  ;  but  the  wise  shall 
understand.”  The  wise  and  the  righteous,  •hen, 
are  here  the  same.  Hence  the  Saviour  says, 
“  they  that  have  done  good,  [that  is,  the  right¬ 
eous,  shall  come]  to  the  resurrection  of  life ;” — 
shall  understand  and  licheve  the  Gospel,  and  enjoy 
everlasting  or  spiritual  life  in  the  present  tense. 
He  adds,  “  and  they  that  have  done  evil,  [that  is, 
the  wicked,  who  shall  not  understand,  shall  come] 
to  the  resurrection  of  damnation” — that  is,  they 
shall  experience  the  judgments  of  God  for  then 
wickedness  and  unbelief. 

I  consider  Dan.  xii :  2,  and  John  v  :  23,  29,  to 
refer  to  the  same  events.  In  the  view  which  I 
take  of  the  subject,  “  many”  in  Daniel  is  equal 
to  “all”  in  John.  Daniel  speaks  of  two  classes  j 
of  his  people,  each  of  which  lie  designates  by  the 
term  many.  Jesus  speaas  of  the  first,  and  then 
of  the  second  as  all  besides  these.  But  these 
terms  are  not  equivalent  the  one  to  the  other,  if 
the  passages  refer  to  our  race  in  general.  1  be¬ 
lieve  these  texts  to  have  been  fulfilled  in  about  40 
years  after  our  Saviour's  death.  The  coming  of 
some  to  the  resurrection  of  life,  I  suppose  to  have 
taken  up  considerable  lime.  Some  came  during 
our  Siiviour’s  ministry— more  during  ihe  ministry 
of  his  apostles — all  had  come  when  the  Chris¬ 
tians  left  Judea.  Then,  as  I  undeiBtand  it,  the 
rest  of  the  Jews  came  to  the  resurrection  of  dam¬ 
nation,  or  awoke  to  shame  and  everlasting  con¬ 
tempt,  in  the  overthrow  of  their  city,  the  burning 
of  their  temple,  the  destruction  of  their  hopes, 
the  unparalleled  distresses  which  they  endured, 


and  their  dispersion  for  ages  among  the  nations 
of  the  earth. 

The  passage  in  Rev.  xx :  4—6,  I  must  beg  to 
be  excused  from  offering  many  remarks  upon, 
since  so  many  have  written  on  that  book,  each 
having  an  exposition  of  his  own.  I  shall  merely 
observe  that  “the  first  resurrection”  seems  to 
have  embraced  only  the  martyrs  of  the  first  age, 
and  therefore  that  the  hopes  of  modern  Christians 
to  share  the  first  resurrection  are  vain  and  futile. 
“I  saw,”  says  John,  “the  souls  of  them  that 
were  beheaded"  etc.,  “and  they  lived  and  reigned 
with  Christ  a  thousand  years.”  Verily,  the  pros¬ 
pect  of  Christians  in  the  present  day,  for  obtain¬ 
ing  that  high  distinction,  is  small  indeed.

BACKSLIDING. 

■V  REV.  R.  TIIORaTOS. 

Out  Orthodox,  (alias,  Limitarian)  friends,  tell 
much  about  backsliding.  To  use  their  own  phra¬ 
seology,  a  man  is  “  brought  out,”  “experiences 
religion,”  "obtains  a  hope,”  is  “born  again,’^ 
and  thus  becomes  a  “  child  of  God”  and  a  “joint 
heir  with  Christ;”  yet  few  of  them  stay  so.  The 
greater  part  of  those  “  brought  out,”  “  get  back 
into  the  world  again,”  “lose  their  religiou,”  and 
become  *•  heirs  of  wrath,”  even  as  others.  And 
this  they  call  backsliding.  Thus  many  are  con¬ 
verted  and  backslide;  are  converted  and  backslide 
again,  for  a  dozen  times  or  mote  in  their  life. 
But  it  looks  strange  to  me,  that  a  person  can  one* 
d.iy  be  born  of  the  Spirit,  and  be  a  child  of  God ; 
and  the  next  lose  this  divine  relation,  and  become 
a  child  of'the  devil.  John  saith,  “  Whosoever 
is  born  of  God  doth  not  commit  sin;  for  his  seed 
rerr.aineth  in  him:  and  he  cannot  sin,  because  he 
IS  born  of  God.”  1  John  iii :  9.  Not  that  alh 
or  even  any,  who  may  pretend  to  have  exiterien- 
cod  this  change,  commit  no  sin  afteriA-ard.  Even 
the  best  of  men,  and  the  best  of  Christians,  in 
tins  world,  come  far  short  of  duty.  P;}ul  and 
John  confe-ssed  themselves  sinners,  and  so  must 
all ;  for  “  if  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  «!c- 
ccive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us.”  1 
'John,  i :  8. 

What  then  ?  “  He  that  committeth  sin  is  of 

the  devil.”  And  where  is  the  person,  even  if  his 
pretensions  to  sanptity  are  as  great  as  those  of 
the  ancient  Pharisees  were,  who  never  transgress¬ 
es  God’s  perfect  law — who  nevetr  thinks,  speaks, 
or  acts  amiss,  but  always  dors  all  that  duty  ic> 
quires  to  God  and  man  ?  “  Ye  shall  know  them 

by  their  fruits,”  “  He  that  committeth  sin  is  of 
the  devil,”  for  “  whosoever  is  born  of  God  doth 
not  commit  sin.” 

What  is  this  new  birth  ?  A  change  frpin  wick¬ 
edness  to  holicess,  and  from  hatred  to  love.  But 
the  most  wicked  are  not  perfectly  so:  none  are 
so  bad  but  they  might  be  worse.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  most  huly  in  this  world  are  not  without 
sin  :  none  Are  so  good  but  they  might  be  better. 
None  are  totally  depraved,  nor  absolutely  petfect. 

The  woist  of  men  do  sometimes  right,  and  it 
is  written,  th.it,  "  every  one  that  doeth  r^hteous- 
ncss  is  bom  of  God.”  1  John  ii :  29.  The  best 
of  men  have  their  failings,  and  it  is  written,  “  all 
unrighteousness  is  sin.”  and  whoever  “commii- 
telh  sin  is  of  the  devil.” 

When  will  the  religious  world  have  leameti 
that  the  new  birth  is  a  progressive  work,  which  is 
but  begun,  and  in  no  instance  completed  in  the  . 
present  life  ?  When  will  they  learn  that  it  is  net 
the  work  of  an  hour  or  a  day,  but  that,  ihreagh 
a  whole  life,  they  roust  “  grow  in  grace  and  in  tltQ 
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kaowledge  of  the  troth, ”  and  will  then  only  hare 

3roximated  toward  it  ?  But  it  will  be  comple- 
in  the  reeorrection,  when  all  ahull  be  changed 
•nd  made  equal  unto  the  angels  of  God  in  heaven 
— 'When  all  shall  be  the  "children  of  God,  being 
the  children  of  the  resurrection.”

Show 
roe  a  couBterfeil  note,  and  T  will  prove  from  it, 
that  there  is  n  genuine  note  in  existence,  or  has 
been  ;  I  could  ask  no  better  proof.  So  with  re¬ 
gard  to  religion  ;  no  man  would  profess  to  be 
religious — steal  the  epithet— unless  religion  some¬ 
where  existed.  So  then  take  the  case  which  way 
you  will,  in  either  we  have  the  proof  that  genuine 
religion  exists  in  the  world. 

Bui  to  the  sinner.  Why  do  you  desire  to  be 
sinful  ?  What  do  you  expect  to  gain  by  such  a 
course?  What  will  sin,  if  you  become  his  slave 
voluntarily — what  will  he  reward  to  you  ?  You 
have  labored  for  him  before,  and  what  was  your 
recompense  therefor  ?  Ah!  I  will  tell  you,  death, 
death!  ‘‘The  wages  of  si.n  is  death.”  Yes, 
death — death  to  innocence — death  to  a  good  char¬ 
acter,  (among  all  the  good) — death  to  spiritual 
life— death  to  happiness,  your  ‘‘  being’s  end  and 
aim.”  Why  submit  to  such  a  master  ?  He  is 
neither  kind,  benevolent,  accommodating,  neigh¬ 
borly,  nor  honest.  He  has  00  property  but  death,

it  common  among  men.  ”7— Eccl.  vi.  1. 

It  is  not  my  design  at  this  time  to  enumerate 
the  various  evils  that  are  **  commi'n  among  men,” 
but  to  selc<cl  one  that  is  too  common  among  us 
IS  a  denomination,  and  endeavor  to  call  the  atten- 
tioD  of  my  brethren  and  sisters,  and  aflfectionately 
cotreat  them  to  ns.sist  in  overcoming  it.  Believ¬ 
ing  it  to  be  one  of  the  gr^test  hindrances  in  the 
ptogress  of  truth,  1  trust  you  will  leceive  a  few 
words  from  me,  although  it  would  he  much  more 
gratifying  to  my  feelings  to  sec  the  pens  of  the 
more  talenletl  and  experienced  engaged  with  the 
subject.  The  “  evil"  to  which  I  allude,  consists 
in  absenting  ourselves  unnecessarily  from  the 
bouse  of  public  worship. 

*  It  is  a  f.icl  that  many  who  are  among  us,  and 
srfco  profess  the  docinue  of  the  restitution,  do 
frequently  neglect  tliis  pleasing  and  profitable 
duty,  when  they  might  'ind  should  enjoy  it !  The 
svil  effects  caused  by  this  practice  we  believe  to 
be  many  and  great. 

How  discouraging  must  it  be  to  the  preacher, 
wlienhe  h.is  made  an  appointment,  sacrificed  time 
and  labor  in  preparing  his  message  of  truth  and 
love,  and  travelled  perhaps  several  miles  regardless 
ef  weather,  to  he  greeted  on  his  arrival  with — 
empty  seats  instead  of  the  countenances  of  those 
be  expected  to  see  !  Brethren  and  sisters,  diil 
you  ever  icflect  on  this  subject?  Dili  you  ever 
realize  the  anguish  that  must  wring  his  lieait, 
especially  if  he  bo  young,  and  diffident  of  liis 
abilities,  and  conscious  of  his  inexperience,  (and 
•t  such  limes  the  evil  is  generally  most  appaicnl,) 
and  that  you  thus  virtually  tell  him  that  no  pains 
or  sacrifices  on  his  part  arc  sufficient  to  induce 
you  to  take  the  Iroiilile  of  going  a  few  rods,  or 
utiles  even,  to  cheer  his  heart  in  Itis  labors,  and 
SDCoura^  him  to  overcome  his  diffidence,  and  to 
persevere  until  he  attains  to  that  state  of  emi- 
oeucc  which  will  command  the  respect  and  atteii- 
CioD  of  all?  Does  such  a  practice  show  much 
love  for  the  doctrine  you  profe.s8,  or  desire  for  its 
progress?  Where,  allow  me  to  ask,  would  have] 
been  the  many  talented  heralds  of  the  Gospel  of 
life  and  salvation  that  are  now  the  blessing  of  our 
land  and  delight  of  our  hearts,  if  all  liad  followed 

itour  example  in  the  commencement  of  their 
abors  in  the  ministiy  ?  They  could  not  have 
preached  if  tlicie  were  none  to  hear,  and  the  gen¬ 
erous  feelings  and  emotions  that  glowed  in  their 
youthful  boaoips,  roust  have  eternally  remained 


there,  instead  of  gushing  forth  in  torrents  of  elo- 
quencetoinstnict  and  improve  mankind, by  wipiog 
the  foul  stains  from  the  chanicter  of  our  Heavenly 
Father,  and  causing  error  to  tremlilo  in  its  strong 
holds.  Foronc,  I  consider  it  more  blame-worthy 
fur  individuals  thus  to  disappuiot  their  minister, 
than  for  a  minister  to  disappoint  a  congregation. 

But  ibis  IS  not  all.  Thu  pernicious  effects  to 
yourselves  are  deserving  of  notice.  To  say  no¬ 
thing  of  the  improvement  of  the  morals  and  de¬ 
votional  feelings  which  the  services  of  the  sanc¬ 
tuary  produce  on  yourselves  and  families,  you 
dcpiive  yourselves  of  that  which,  when  rightly 
understood  and  practised,  is  a  foretaste  uf  the 
joys  of  Heaven.  For  we  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  joys  and  pleasures  which  constitute  the 
happiness  uf  the  ransomed  throng, are deiived,  at 
least  in  part,  from  the  glorious  employment  ufl 
worshipping  the  God  and  Father  of  the  spirits  of 
all  flesh,  in  spirit  and  in  truth.  Why  then — Oh! 
why  will  you  continue  in  this  pinctice  to  your  own 
disad  variiace.and  the  griefof  those  of  your  brethren 
who  “delight  to  go  to  the  house  of  God  m  com¬ 
pany.”  Yts,  my  feelings  are  severely  tried  with 
you  for  this  neglect  of  duty,  and  a  desire  to  eo- 
i'uicc  conviction  upon  your  minds  that  will  work 
out  reformation,  has  induced  me  to  make  this 
appeal  to  your.conscienees.  “  Believe  me  not 
your  enemy  because  1  tell  you  the  truth for 
alihougli  we  may  listen  with  rapture  to  the  words 
of  the  speaker,  raise  our  hearts  and  voices  in 
devotion  and  praise,  and  rece,ve  n  blessing;  still 
a  gloom  will  come  over  us  when  we  miss  ftom  their 
places,  those  who  might  and  should  he  partakers 
of  oiir  happiness. 

Such  meetings  forcibly  remind  me  of  the  pnr- 
tialisi’s  views  of  heaven,  where  he  expects  to  look 
in  vain  fur  the  faces  of  those  he  knew  on  earth, 
and  to  him  perhaps  such  meetings  may  be  pro¬ 
fitable  ;  but  to  us  who  believe  that  the  happiness 
uf  individuals  consists  in  the  happiness  of  the 
whole,  Ob  !  let  us  live  according  to  the  principles 
wc  profess;  let  ns  one  and  all  unite  to  overcome 
this  evil  by  performing  our  duly  individually. 
Then  will  our  meetings  be  indeed  and  in  tiiiih 
“  a  heaven  begun  below  ;”  then  will  A'lghteuus- 
Ne.s8  and  truth  flourish  and  triumph ;  then  will 
the  kitig.lom  of  God  come  with  power,  and  all 
nations  will  flow  into  it.

THE  FARMER. 

The  farmer,  of  all  men,  is  most  in  the  way  of 
useful  learning  and  improvement,  if  it  be  true  that 

“  This  our  life,  exempt  from  public  haunt. 

Finds  tnneuos  in  trees,  bo.ilis  in  the  runniug  brooks, 

Sermons  in  stones,  and  good  in  every  thing.'* 

I  thought  of  the  happy  influence  of  the  scenes 
with  which  we  are  most  familiar,  to  day,  in  con¬ 
sequence  uf  my  having  to  encourage  and  incite 
one  of  my  young  folks  to  perseverance,  which  I 
did  by  relating  to  him  the  story  of  t!io  lesson 
which  Tamerlane  once  received  from  an  aiit. 
We,  who  sec  the  works  of  God  every  day,  might 
be  daily  learning  lessons  equally  profitiihle. 

The  anecdote  referred  to  is  this:  Timur  or 
Tamerlane,  the  conqueror  of  Tartary,  Persia, 
Armenia,  Syria,  and  indeed  of  almost  all  the 
£a.stcrii  world,  commenced  his  enterprising  caiecr 
under  ratlier  discouraging  circumstances.  His 
patience  and  perseverance  during  his  struggles, 
danger  and  (listrc.sses,  were  altogether  as  leinark- 
ahlc  as  his  courage  and  sagacity.  He  was  once 
foiced  to  take  shelter  from  his  enemies  in  a  ruined 
building,  where  he  was  condemned  to  sit  for 
inany  hours  alone.  In  this  depressing  and  mis¬ 
erable  condition,  an  ant  arrested  his  Htteuiiun  and 
diverted  his  feelings  from  preying  upon  himself. 
The  ant  was  cariying  a  grain  of  wheat,  or  some 
other  kind  of  produce,  larger  than  itself,  up  a 
high  wall.  Timur  says  he  numbered  the  eflTurts 
which  the  poor  animal  m.ido  to  accomplish  its 
object:  the  grain  fell  sixty-bine  times  to  the 
j  ground,  but  the  insect  persevered,  and  at  the 
'  seventieth  attempt,  it  reached  the  top  of  the  wall 


with  its  troublesome  prize.  The  sight  gave  him 
courage  at  the  time,  and  be  is  reported  to  haer 
frequently  told  the  story,  and  to  have  added  that 
he  never  forgot  the  lesson  which  this  incident 
conveyed.  •*  S.  8.  ^

THEOLOGICAL  GLEANINGS  FROM  VARIOUS 
AUTHORS. 

BT  BET.  E.  a.  OVILO. 
number  XXII. 

77ie  Minor  Prophets.  The  writings  of  these 
twelve  prophets,  being  of  small  bulk  have  always 
been  joined  together  in  one  book,  and  in  the  enu¬ 
meration  of  the  sacred  books  by  Josephus  they 
aie  no  more  than  one.  They  nave  however  no 
conneciidh  whatever,  and  relate  to  very  different 
periods  of  time,  some  of  them  being  prior,  and 
others  posterior  to  any  of  the  larger  prophets. 

Hosea.  This  book  was  written  by  Hosea,  the 
first  of  the  minor  prophets.  He  was  in  part  co- 
temporary  with  .\mos  and  Isaiah. 

Hosea  ii  t  2.  See  the  chapter  from  verse  1  to  7. 

The  comparison  of  a  revolt  from  the  worship 
of  God  to  the  conduct  pf  a  woir.ao  who  forsakes 
her  lawful  husband  iscommou  in  the  Scriptures. 
Hence  idolatry  is  frequently  denominated  adul¬ 
tery,  and  Christ  has  allusion  to  this  in  Lnkexvii 
18.  It  is  again  spoken  of,  Ifosea  v  :  7. 

Joel.  This  hook  was  written  by  the  prophet 
whose  name  it  bears.  At  what  time  Joel  prophe¬ 
sied  is  uncertain ;  he  lived  however  in  the  king¬ 
dom  of  Judah  and  prophesied  whjle  the  ttro|^ 
and  temple  woiship  existed.  Calmet  says,  b« 
lived  in  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Uzziah,** 
and  this  opinion  is  held  by  many  others.  Priestly 
thinks  he  lived  in  the  reign  of  M.'innassa,  bnt  this 
is  not  probable  as  he  was  an  idolater  and  had 
abolished  the  temple  service. 

Joel  ii:  28-32.  The  apostle  Peter  quoits 
this  language  of  Joel,  and  says  it  was  fulfilled  at 
the  time  of  the  miraculous  out|>ouriog  of  God’s 
spirit  .nt  the  day  of  Pentecost.  See  Acts  ii  j  )6. 

Joel  Hi.  The  prophecy  contained  in  this  chap¬ 
ter  is  given  in  such  highly  figarative  language  •• 
to  render  it  difficult  to  determine  what  the  pee- 
phet  had  in  view.  Priestly  is  of  the  opinion  that 
it  relates  to  the  future  restoration  of  the  Jews, 
after  their  dispersbn  among  the  Gentiles,  but  we 
should  be  very  likely  to  apply  the  secood  chap¬ 
ter  in  the  same  way  if  Peter  had  not  .applied  k 
to  his  own  times-  But  if  the  second  ch.apter  re¬ 
lates  to  something  still  future,  then  it  follows  that 
Peter  was  mistaken  in  bis  application  of  it,  which 
Dr.  Priestly  more  than  iotiiiiates,  but  which  1  am 
not  willing  to  allow.  At  the  lime  Joel  delivered 
this  prophecy,  the  Jews  were  in  ca|,tivity,  and  the 
ten  tribes  had  revolted.  This  prophecy  thcrefose 
might  be  a  figurative  description  of  their  re.tara 
and  restoration,  by  the  favor  of  Cyrus,  king  of 
Persia.  Or  the  third  chapter  m.ay  be  a  predic¬ 
tion  of  the  future  restoration  of  the  Jews^— 
There  are  some  things  in  it  which  favor  this  idea, 
f  See  verse  18,  latter  clausft.  “And  a  fountain  shall 
I  come  forth  of  the  house  of  the  Lord  sod  shall 
I  water  the  valley  of  Shiiiim.’*  That  a  new  riyer 
shall  rise  in  Jerusalem,  and  take  its  course  towards 
the  Red  Sea  is  announced  by  Ezekiel  and  Ze- 
chariah.  According  to  the  latter,  another  river,  or 
rather  a  branch  of  this,  will  run  into  the  Meditw- 
ranean  sea.  Sec  Ezekiel  xivii :  2,  etc.,  aod  Ze- 
chariah  xiv :  8. 

Amos.  Amos  was  the  fourth  of  the  minor  pvo- 
pbels,  and  prophesied  in  the  reign'of  Uexiah. 
He  was  born  in  Tekoa,  in  Judea.  At  what  time 
he  died  is  not  known. 

Amos  ix :  2.  “  Though  they  dig  into  bell, 

thence  shall  my  hand  take  them— though  they 
climb  up  to  heaven  thence  will  I  bring  them 
down.”  Here  we  see  the  people  were  to  bo 
brought  up  from  hell  in  order  to  be  punished. 
This  surely  could  not  mean  that  God  was  te 
take  them  from  a  place  of  endless  misery.  Bat 
the  meaning  is  that  thoueh  they  hid  ihemaelvea 
in  caves  or  dens,  or  in  pits  dug  in  the  Mnb. 
ih*  Lon]  would  bunt  them  out.

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SECTION  IV. 

THE  CONCEPTION  AND  EARLT  EIFE  OF  THF.  SAVIOUR. 

TAe  Jcaloustf  of  Joseph. 

Matthew  1. — 18.  Now  the  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  was 
on  this  wise:  When  as  his  mother  Mary  was  espoused 
to  Joseph,  before  they  came  together,  she  was  found  with 
child  or  the  Holy  Ghost. 

19  Then  Joseph  her  husband,  being  a  just  man,  and 
not  willing  to  make  her  a  public  example,  was  minded  to 
put  her  away  privily. 

20  But  while  he  thought  on  these  things,  behold,  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  to  him  in  a  dream,  saying, 
Joseph,  thou  son  of  David,  fear  not  to  take  unto  thee 
Mary  thy  wife:  for  that  which  is  conceived  in  her  is  of  { 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

21  And  she  shall  bring  forth  a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call 
his  name  JESUS:  forhe  shall  savehis  people  from  their 
■ins. 

22  Now  all  tliis  was  done,  that  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  of  the  Loro  by  the  prophet,  saying, 

23  Behold,  a  virgin  shall  be  with  child,  and  shall  bring 
forth  a  son,  and  they  shall  call  hi.i  name  Emmanuel, 
which  being  interpreted  is,  God  with  us. 

24  Then  Joseph,  being  raised  from  sleep,  did  as  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  had  bidden  him,  and  took  unto  him 
his  wife: 

25  And  knew  her  not  till  she  had  brought  forth  her 
first-born  SOD :  and  he  called  bis  name  JESUS. 

Matt.  I. — 18  Espoused.  Among  the  Jews,  the 
marriage  contract  was  considered  so  sacied,  that 
a  violation  of  the  engagement  before  marriage, 
was  regarded  as  equally  criminal  with  such  viola¬ 
tion  after  the  marriage  had  been  consummated  : 
so  that  Joseph  in  this  case  might  have  rcsoited  to 
the  law  recorded  in  Deut  .xxii :  23-27 ,|and  brought 
her  to  the  punishmeot  of  her  supposed'  crime, 
which  might  have  been  death,  depending  on  cer¬ 
tain  circumstances  specified  in  connection  with 
the  law. 

19  Joseph  being  a  just  man.  It  is  thought  by 
some  that  the  term  here  rendered  just,  should 
have  been  translated  benevolent,  or  by  some  similar 
term.  At  least,  it  would  seem  that  it  was  at  the 
option  of  Joseph  to  bring  Mary  before  the  public 
tribunal,  or  not ;  and  being  merrifully  disposed, 
he  did  not  do  it. 

21  Jesus.  This  term  means  Saviour,  as  inti¬ 
mated  in  the  language,  “  be  shall  save  his  peo¬ 
ple  from  their  sins.”  It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that 
though  Jesus  is  often  spoken  of,  as  saving  people 
from  their  sins ;  yet  he  is  never  represented  as 
saving  them  from  hell.  How  diflfeient  is  modern 
theology  from  that  of  the  Bible ! 

23  Behold  a  virgin,  etc.  The  prophecy  here 
referred  to,  is  found  in  Isai.  vii :  14,  and  was  spo¬ 
ken  under  the  following  circumstances.  While 
Ahaz  was  King  of  Judah,  his  kingdom  was  attack¬ 
ed  by  Resin,  I^ng  of  Syria,  and  Pekah,  King  of 
Israel,  which  produced  a  general  sensation  of  fear 
among  the  subjects  of  King  Ahaz.

Ahaz,  however, 
refused  to  ask  any  sign,  as  he  would  not  tempt 
the  Lord.  It  is  then  recorded,  “  Therefore  the 
Lord  himself  shall  give  you  a  sign  ;  Behold 
virgin  shall  conceive,  and  bear  a  son,  and  shall 
call  his  name  Immanuel.  Butter  and  honey  shall 
he  eat,  that  he  may  know  to  refuse  the  evil,  and 
choose  the  good.  For  before  the  child  shall 
know  to  refuse  the  evil,  and  choose  the  good,  the 
land  thai  thou  abhorrest  shall  be  forsaken  of  both 
her  kings.”  'T'hat  this  prophecy  did  not  origin 
ally  relate  to  the  Saviour,  is  plain  from  the  fact 
that  the  latter  part  o(  it,  which  is  inseparable 
from  the  former  part,  can  in  no  proper  sense  be 
considered  as  verified  by  him.  The  first  part  of 
the  prophecy,  however,  might,  by  way  of  accom 
modation.  be  applied  to  the  Saviour  as  Matthew 
has  applied  it.

REWARDS  AND  PUNISHMENTS.

RESTRAINT. 

Mankind  are  capable  of  being  acted  npoD  to 
the  discharge  of  important  duties  and  obligationi, 
from  motives  of  love  and  fear.  These  same  is- 
eilements  may  also  serve  to  deter  them  from  ihs 
wilful  commission  of  vice,  and  an  unrestraiaej 
I'indulgence  in  crime.  And  as  the  reasonable, 
reflecting  portion  of  community  invariably  regard 
tliu  virtuous  man  with  respect  and  honor,  thej 
look  with  a  degree  of  contempt  upon  him  who 
rushes  headlong  into  the  vortex  of  vice,  irnmonl. 
ity,  and  ruin  ;  and  in  view  of  these  obscrvatioii% 
and  considering  the  numberless  sects  and  denom¬ 
inations  of  Chiistians  by  which  we  are  s'arrouDd- 
ed,  it  IS  a  matter  of  no  ordinary  moment  to  asee^ 
tain  which  of  the  doctrines  that  wc  are  inviied  to 
believe,  produces  the  most  powerful  restraint  on 
the  minds  and  conduct  of  the  children  of  men, 
although  it  may  be  very  easily  determined  if  ws 
but  exercise  a  spirit  of  candor,  and  consent  to 
obey  the  affectionate  invitation — “  let  us  reason  to¬ 
gether." 

On  the  one  hand,  we  are  instructed  that  at  t 
consequence  of  tiansgression,  the  God  of  heaven 
and  earth  inflicts  no  penalty  on  his  disobedient 
and  wayward  offspring  in  this  present  life,  bnt  re¬ 
serves  tho  fury  of  his  indignation  to  be  poured 
upon  them  during  the  wasteless  ages  of  eternitj, 
—that  should  one  be  so  exceedingly  fortunate  aim 
repent  for  the  mukitude  of  sin  he  may  have  com¬ 
mitted  during  life,  and  derived  in'jch  heart-fell 
joy  and  satisfaction  from,  he  is  made  the  wortlij 
recipient  of  undying  felicity,  even  if  his  confes¬ 
sion  of  guilt  and  moral  pollution  is  made  with  bis 
last  expiring  breath.  The  sentiment  is,  that— 

“  While  the  lamp  holds  out  to  burn, 

The  vilest  sinner  may  return,” 

and  that  a  sorrow  aud  sincere  repentance  for  sfn 
is  sufficient  to  remove  lII  guilt  which  a  life** 
transgression  would  acquire,  and  constitute  on# 
a  member  of  the  chosen  family,  who  alone  are  te 
mingle  their  praises  around  the  throne  of  God 
and  the  Lamb.  Thus  it  is  evident  that  all  thil 
can  operate  upon  the  mind  of  a  believer  in  thi* 
doctrine,  that  would  serve  to  deter  him  from  the 
commission  of  the  most  daring  outrages  agaimt 
God  and  man,  is  an  unnecessary  fear  of  that  which 
may  be  escaped  by  a  moment’s  repentance.  Itk 
merely  a  supposed  restraint  which  has  no  found¬ 
ation  save  in  the  disordered  intellects  of  thois 
whose  greatest  discernment,  in  some  matters,  is 
exhibited  in  following  in  the  footsteps  of  their 
spiritual  guides  with  undeviating  exactness. 

On  the  contrary,  there  is  a  sentiment  to  soms 
extent  prevalent  in  the  minds  of  men,  which
